You’ve  said  that  your  image  was 
really  molded  by  the  folks  at 
ABC — that  you’re  not  the  squeaky- 
clean  nice  guy  people  think  you 
are.  So  who  the  hell  are  you? 

I’m  a  good  guy,  I  d  like  to  think.  But 
I  'm  a  real  guy.  On  TV,  ft’s  very  easy  to 
create  an  idealized  image.  At  a  certain 
point,  ABC  and  Disney  wanted  a  family- 
friendly  black  man  to  host  a  show.  I 
happened  to  fit  that  bill,  and  I  was  eager 
and  ready  enough  to  maybe  sacrifice 
some  of  the  things  I  found  funny  so  I 
could  be  that  guy  I  gave  myself  a  non- 
edgy  sensibility.

Is  the  MPA  A  ratings  system  useful? 

think  it  is  important  that  there’s  some  sort  of  system  that  gets 
information  out  to  parents  about  the  content  that  is  in  films,  so 
they  can  make  a  judgment.  But  I  think  the  MPAA  system  fails 
on  a  number  of  levels. 

How? 

First  of  all,  it  does  not  give  very  accurate  information  about 
films.  It's  really  not  enough  to  have  a  simple  letter.  This  doesn't 
tell  you  anything  about  a  movie.  The  MPAA  has  added  what  it 
calls  ’'descriptors'1 — five-  or  six-word  indicators  to  explain  why 
a  film  has  received  the  rating  it  has — but  even  those  aren't  ac¬ 
curate.  One  of  the  things  we  found  out  is  that  some  PG-rated 
films  have  a  higher  incidence  of  violence  than  R-rated  films. 
The  MPAA  ratings  system  is — at  the  very  least — inconsistent. 
If  two  films  contain  an  equal  amount  of  ‘’objectionable’1  mate¬ 


rial,  one  might  get  an  R  rating  while  the  other  gets  an  NC-17. 
No  one  ever  really  knows  why. 

is  there  a  commercial  imperative  to  cut  an  NC-17  film  to 
an  R? 

What's  bad  about  the  NC-17  rating — which  was  devised  in 
1990  as  an  alternative  to  the  pornographically  synonymous  X 
rating — is  that  it  became  almost  instantly  stigmatized.  Many 
theaters  won't  play  your  movie,  newspapers  won't  advertise 
it,  and  Blockbuster  won’t  carry  it.  That  rating  has  a  serious 
financial  impact  on  films.  It  has  forced  financiers  to  require 
filmmakers  to  make  films  for  much  younger  audiences.  For 
the  most  part,  America  is  not  seeing  movies  made  for  adults 
by  adults  anymore.  Filmmakers  cannot  use  the  cinematic  lan¬ 
guage  to  make  sophisticated  films — especially  about  sexual¬ 
ity — without  paying  a  price. 

Do  you  think  that  the  MPAA  accurately  reflects  the  values 
of  the  American  public? 

Let's  put  it  this  way:  The  MPAA  rates  films  with  sexuality  much 
more  restrictively  than  films  with  violence.  I  think  there's  a  rea¬ 
son  for  that.  The  studios  tend  to  put  out  more  violent  films,  and 
it's  important  that  their  films  are  unencumbered  by  restrictive 
ratings,  I  don’t  think  most  people  know  who  pays  for  the  MPAA 
ratings  system.

In  De  Palma’s  film,  seductive  nymph  Mia  Kirshner  plays

it  isn’t  the  leads  who  gel  me  excited  but  the  returning  old 
guard  from  his  past  work.

Is  TV  getting  worse,  or  is  there  just 
more  of  it  to  complain  about? 

When  there  were  only  three  networks,  the 
universe  was  so  incredibly  small  that  it 
was  easy  to  think,  This  is  a  good  period 
or  This  is  a  bad  period.  Now,  because 
there's  just  so  much  real  estate,  it’s 
overwhelming  to  watch  television.  I’m  not 
saying  that's  a  bad  thing;  I’m  saying  that 
it  may  feel  like  there's  more  junk  now.  But 
think  the  reason  we  feel  that  is  because 


there's  just  so  much  more  stuff  out  there. 
Is  there  such  a  thing  as  obscenity? 

I  don’t  know  what  obscenity  is,  except 
that  it  is  in  the  eye  of  the  beholder  An 
honest  way  to  look  at  a  television  show 
is  to  ask,  “What  was  the  intention  here?" 
Without  a  Trace  was  fined  by  the  FCC 
because  it  had  a  ten-second  or  a  1 5- 
second  teen  orgy.

I  am  being  a  little  cheeky 
about  it,  but  I’m  not  saying  war  is  a  joke.  I’m  totally  opposed 
to  it,  so  I  wanna  write  that.  “Make  love,  not  war”  has  never 
been  a  bad  saying,  but  I  like  to  think  Yoko  Ono  started  that — 
you  know,  the  bed-in.  That  was  a  great  political  statement. 

What  is  your  goal  as  a  musician? 

I’m  trying  to  infiltrate  pop  culture.  I  don’t  feel  like  being  on  the 
fringe  or  the  underground, That’s  why  I  say  I  don’t  shy  away 
from  saying 11  motherfucker,”  but  let’s  say  “fatherfucker"  also. 

Let’s  shake  our  tits  and  our  dicks. 

WhatJs  your  songwriting  technique? 

It  starts  with  a  concept.  HI  hear  Busta  Rhymes  say 
something  like,  “Light  your  ass  on  fire.  Your  ass  is  so  big,  you 
could  put  the  club  in  your  ass.”  I’m  like,  “Oh,  that’s  a  subject. 

Put  a  dub  in  your  ass.”  Soon  it's,  ‘The  tent  is  so  big  in  your 
pants,  I'm  gonna  bring  my  friends  for  a  dance." 

“Tent  in  Your  Pants”  is  a  great  club  song. 

When  I  was  out  of  the  country  doing  press,  I  was  deejaying 
in  clubs  and  people  were  going  crazy  for  the  songs  they 
didn’t  know.  In  Paris  my  friends  said,  “Watch  the  people! 

They've  never  heard  this  song  before  and  they're  trying  to 
sing  along.”  They  think  they're  supposed  to  know  this  song, 
so  they  stand  there  and  have  no  idea  what  they're  singing.  In 
those  situations  I  like  to  play  some  of  my  "Weird  Al”  Yankovic 
songs,  like  "My  Dumps” 

Who  do  you  want  to  work  with? 

The  crunk  guys.  I  wanna  infiltrate  that. 

Like  Lil  Jon? 

Sure!  I  think  he’s  a  big  joker  and  punk  rocker.  I  think  crunk  is 
great.  I  think  hip-hop  is  the  most  futuristic  in  terms  of  beats, 
but  in  terms  of  lyrics,  it’s  going  through  its  hair-metal  phase.  I 
think  the  most  crunk  song  on  Impeach  is  “Rock  the  Shocker,” 

You  know  the  shocker,  right?  It's  a  good  hand  gesture,  [Ring 
finger  and  thumb  are  bent  down  while  the  other  three  fingers 
are  extended.  Think,  Two  in  the  pink ;  one  in  the  stink.] 

Sometimes  newcomers  to  your  music  don’t  react  with 
nice  hand  signals.  Last  summer  when  you  performed 
at  Amsterdam,  the  crowd  was  pretty  negative.

Excellent  things  often  happen  in 
the  dark,  when  creatures  of  the 
night  come  out  to  play.  To  pay 
homage  to  the  pleasures  that 
come  after  sundown,  Harley- 
Davidson  has  stealthily  rolled  out 
a  new  version  of  its  formidable 
VRSC  series  and  dubbed  it  the 
Night  Rod.  Rather  than  just  cos¬ 
metically  tweak  an  existing  Rod, 
ihe  minds  in  Milwaukee  tinkered 
extensively,  and  quite  possibly 
have  created  the  best  version  of 
their  power  cruiser  to  date. 


By  meticulously  fashioning  a 
dark  knight  out  of  two  existing 
models — the  V-Rod  and  the  Street 
Rod — the  final  result  is  superior  to 
either  of  the  originals.  From  the 
V-Rod  we  get  49-miliimeter  con¬ 
ventional  front  forks,  which  on  the 
Night  are  raked  out  36  degrees — 
splitting  the  difference  between 
the  chopper-esque  V-Rod  and  the 
more  sporty  Street  Rod.  This  is 
important  because  it  gives  the 
new  machine  a  steering  feel  that’s 
comfortably  quick  during  hard 


cornering  but  dead  stable  on  the 
highway.  The  V-Rod  also  donates 
its  26-inch  seat  height  and  3.7- 
gallon  under-seat  fuel  cell. 

From  the  Street  Rod  we  get 
Harley’s  smooth,  souped-up  1 20- 
horsepower  V-twin  engine  and 
exhaust  system,  along  with  its 
crisp-shifting  five-speed  transmis¬ 
sion.  Stout  Brembo  disc  brakes

if  an  American  automotive  icon.  The  new  Mustang  GT500  is  so  cool  and 


powerful,  it  charges  its  competition  and  chases  it  clear  off  the  market 


Ford’s  Mustang,  which  has  been  in  continuous 
production  since  early  1964  and  is  named  for  the 
American  wild  horse  and  a  World  War  II  fighter, 
has  always  offered  inexpensive  performance  in  a 
sporty  package. 

However,  from  the  Shelby  GT350  and  GT500  KR 
in  the  sixties  to  the  Boss  302  and  Boss  429  in  the 
seventies  to  the  SVT  Cobras  in  the  nineties,  there 
has  always  been  a  Mustang  model  for  the  pure  per¬ 
formance  enthusiast. 

For  2007,  Ford  has  once  again  upped  the  ante 


with  the  Mustang  Shelby  GTSOO.  Working  with 
American  racing  legend  Carroll  Shelby,  they’ve  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  blending  engine  power,  chassis  sophisti¬ 
cation,  braking  performance,  and  sheer  charisma 
into  one  magnificent  car.  This  performance  vehicle 
happens  to  be  the  most  powerful  street  Mustang 
ever  offered,  rated  at  500  ho  rsepower— com  pared 
to  300  horsepower  on  the  standard  Mustang  GT. 

The  new  Mustang  Shelby  uses  a  supercharged 
5.4-liter  double-overhead-cam  four-valve  V-8  that  is

wayne  "the  Rock"  Johnson  is  a  meat- 
head.  He’s  a  big  dumb  jock.  And  if 
you  say  that  lo  his  (ace,  he'll  give  in 
to  his  violent  tendencies  and  use  the 
People  s  Elbow  to  crush  you. 

It’s  easy  to  see  why  people  would 
stereotype  the  Rock.  He  did,  after  all, 
get  his  start  as  a  professional  wres¬ 
tler,  and  has  starred  in  such  action 
flicks  as  Doom ,  Walking  Tall ,  and  The 
Rundown.  But  if  you  talk  to  him  for 
more  than  five  minutes,  you  realize  two  things.  First,  while 
he  Is  big,  and  he  is  a  jock  (he  played  professional  football  in 
Canada),  he's  certainly  not  dumb.  And  second,  the  Rock  is 


When  we  asked  if  there  was  anything  about  him  that  would 
surprise  people  who  buy  into  the  idea  that  he's  a  walking 

he  deadpanned,  “Aside  from  the  corduroy  G 
wear  backward s?” 

The  Rock,  believe  it  or  not,  has  a  sense  of  humor.  But  if  he 


had  his  way,  audiences  would  have  noticed  that  years  ago. 
“When  I  was  wrestling,"  he  recalls,  “I  would  write  all  these 
crazy  long  monologues  that  never  made  it  on  air.  It  was  a 
constant  battle.  Other  people  in  the  WWE  would  always  ask 
me,  'Why  are  you  always  trying  to  be  funny?’  But  I  thought, 
You  can't  always  be  yelling.” 

The  irony  is  that  the  Rock's  most  famous  catchphrase  was 
an  off-the-cuff  remark.  “I  was  doing  an  interview  with,  of  ail 
people,  Gennifer  Flowers,"  he  remembers,  "and  she  was  ask¬ 
ing  me  about  some  court  case  that  was  going  on  at  that  time. 
I  said  to  her,  The  problem  is,  if  I  were  the  judge  and  the  jury, 
nine  times  out  of  ten  it  would  be  a  hung  jury  ...  if  you  smell 
what  the  Rock  is  cooking.'  ” 

The  Rock's  comedic  timing  in  the  ring  has  allowed  him 
to  explore  another  side.  In  the  movie  Be  Coot,  he  played 
a  wannabe  actor  whose  audition  monologue  was  the  catty 
exchange  between  Kirsten  Dunstand  Gabrielle  Union  in  the 
cheerleader  flick  Bring  It  On.  He's  also  had  two  stints  hosting 
Saturday  Night  Live— where  he  played  Clark  Kent  so  con¬ 
vincingly,  it  almost  led  to  him  being  cast  as  the  Man  of  Steel 
in  Superman  Returns.  “The  question  did  start  to  arise  after 
they  saw  me  as  Clark  Kent  on  Saturday  Night  Live,'  he  says, 
“but  I  think  it  was  going  to  be  hard  to  pull  off  a  half-black, 


half-Samoan  Clark  Kent.” 

People  may  not  see  the  Rock  as  a  comedian,  but  it  doesn't 
seem  to  be  hurting  his  career.  He  has  two  movies  coming 
out  this  fall:  the  uplifting  true  story  of  juvenile  delinquents  re¬ 
formed  through  football,  Gridiron  Gang,  and  Richard  Kelly's 
surreal  sci-fi  thriller/comedy  Southland  Tates.  Also  in  the 
pipeline  are  Daddy's  Little  Girl  and  Johnny  Bravo.  But  one 
thing  that  has  the  Rock  really  excited  is  his  new  video  game, 
Spy  Hunter:  Nowhere  to  Run.  It  is  the  game  version  of  the 
movie  that’s  based  on  the  eighties  arcade  game  Spy  Hunter. 
(It  sounds  a  little  convoluted,  but  awesome  nonetheless.) 

“We  were  actually  still  developing  the  movie  and  working 
on  the  script  when  Midway  [the  game's  publisher]  came  to 
me  about  doing  the  game,'1  the  Rock  recalls.  "I  was  into  it 
because  I  was  such  a  big  fan  of  the  original  game, 
question,  though,  was,  How  is  this  game  going  to  be  differ¬ 
ent  from  the  other  ones?'  They  told  me  that,  for  the  first  time 
in  a  Spy  Hunter  game,  players  would  be  able  to  get  out  of 
the  car.  They'd  get  to  be  the  character  who  has  been  driving 
the  car  this  whole  time.  It  was  perfect  for  me,  because  what 
've  always  loved  about  Spy  Hunter  is  that  this  guy 
hunts  spies.  Who's  the  guy  who  hunts  James  Bond?  I  want 
to  be  that  guy." 


He  also,  apparently,  wanted  to  hurt  people— virtually.

was  interested  in  doing  something  different  with  the  com¬ 
bat,"  he  explains.  "I  wanted  to  know  how  we  could  creatively 
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maim  and  bring  death  to  the  bad  guys  with  our  bare  hands. 
And  Midway  was  tike,  'You  can  have  complete  control.' 
Which  was  great,  but  it  also  presented  a  cool  challenge: 
How  many  ways  can  I  kill  somebody  with  my  bare  hands? 
So  1  sat  down  with  the  developers,  got  my  stunt  double,  and 
we  just  came  up  with  some  badass  moves  for  my  character, 
even  got  to  integrate  some  old-school  wrestling  moves  that 
used  to  do. 


“Though  what  I  was  really  looking  for,”  he  notes,  “was  what 
I  call  the  H.S.’  move.  The  one  where,  once  you  execute  it, 
you're  like,  'Holy  shit!’ " 

To  capture  these  moves,  the  Rock  had  to  slip  into  some¬ 
thing  less  comfortable.  "To  make  sure  they  look  right  in  the 
game,''  he  explains,  “I  had  to  do  motion-capture  work,  which 
meant  putting  on  this  special  outfit  that  has  hundreds  of  lit¬ 
tle  lights  on  it.  1  looked  like  a  walking  Christmas  tree.  Every 
movement  is  recorded:  how  you  move,  squat,  run,  jump, 
throw  a  punch,  fall  ...  everything  you  could  think  of.  We  did 
that  for  hours.  My  stunt  double  and  I  suited  up  and  just  went 
at  it.  Every  movement  you  see  in  the  video  game  was  cre¬ 
ated  by  me  in  this  outfit. 

"Let  me  tell  you,  it's  a  lot  of  fun,  putting  on  that  skintight 
outfit,”  he  adds  sarcastically. 

It  might  seem  like  a  rather  bold  statement,  especially  in  a 
time  when  studios  try  so  hard  to  guard  the  plots  of  their  big 
movies,  but  the  Rock  actually  has  such  faith  in  Spy  Hunter 
that  he  agreed  to  star  even  before  there  was  a  script  or  a  di¬ 
rector.  "I  have  faith  in  the  studio,"  he  says.  "We've  brought  in 
screenwriter  Stuart  Beattie,  who  was  a  writer  on  the  Pirates 


work  well  on  paper,  but  when  they  get  in  a  room  together, 
they  just  don’t  jibe." 

The  Rock  was  just  as  involved  in  his  other  upcoming  mov¬ 
ies — Gridiron  Gang,  which  costars  rapper  Xzibit  and  for¬ 
mer  CSI:  NY  star  Vanessa  Ferlito;  and  Southland  Tates ,  with 
Sarah  Michelle  Gellar,  Mandy  Moore,  and  Rundown  costar 
Seann  William  Scott. 

Southland  Tales  was  written  and  directed  by  Richard 
Kelly,  the  filmmaker  behind  the  smart,  surreal,  and  not-ac- 
tion-packed  Donnie  Darko .  "He’s  a  really  interesting  writer 
and  director,”  the  Rock  says.  "I’m  a  big  fan  of  Donnie  Darko 
and  of  how  he  writes.  It’s  a  really  complicated  movie.  In 
Southland  Tales,  I  play  an  actor  who  becomes  a  paranoid 
schizophrenic — there's  a  stretch— and  I  can  foresee  the  fu¬ 
ture."  But  if  being  in  a  twisted  mind-fuck  like  Southland  Tales 
doesn't  add  another  level  to  the  Rock's  image,  then  perhaps 
Gridiron  Gang  will. 

'Every  once  in  a  while,  one  of  those  movies  comes  along 
that’s  not  a  $150  million  movie,”  he  says,  “and  Gridiron  Gang 
is  one  of  those  special  movies.  It's  a  true  story  about  hope 
for  kids  who  lost  their  hope. 

“About  14  years  ago,  in  a  prison  for  kids  that's  in  the  moun¬ 
tains  up  in  Malibu,  there  was  a  probation  officer  who  knew 
the  system  was  failing — that  75  percent  of  the  kids  who  are 
in  prison  end  up  either  back  in  jail  or  dead  in  the  streets. 
So  he  started  a  football  team.  The  kids  had  never  played 
football  before.  They  were  Crips,  Bloods,  didn't  give  a  shit 
about  anything,  didn't  respect  authority- — certainly  didn't 
respect  themselves.  But  he  promised  them,  Even  though

of  the  Caribbean  screenplays  and  Collateral." 

This  isn't  the  Rock's  first  movie  that's  based  on  a  video 
game.  Last  year  he  starred  in  Doom,  an  adaptation  of  the 
hellishly  popular  first-person  shooter.  “I  think  what  we  found 
with  Doom  is  that  a  successful  video  game  doesn't  always 
make  for  a  successful  movie,”  he  admits.  "I  think  there  have 
been  some  good  video-game  movies,  some  not  so  good, 
and  some  getting  ready  to  come  out  that  I  anticipate  will  be 
great.,  But  it  all  comes  down  to  the  writing. 

“That’s  not  a  knock  to  how  Doom  was  written,"  he's  quick 
to  add.  ‘  I  was  happy  with  the  way  it  turned  out.  Doom  was 
very  straightforward,  but  that's  the  way  it  should  have  been. 
Video  games  and  their  storylines  are  so  advanced  that  if  you 
have  a  great  writer,  a  great  director,  and  some  great  actors, 
then  you’ve  really  got  a  shot  at  doing  something  special.'' 

“Special''  is  what  he's  aiming  for  with  the  Spy  Hunter  mov¬ 
ie.  It  helps  that  he’s  going  to  be  in  control  of  more  than  just 
the  film's  cool  car  because,  apparently,  the  Rock  has  some 
control  issues.  “I  think  it's  vital  for  an  actor  to  get  involved, 
especially  the  lead  actor  in  a  movie,"  he  explains.  “With  any 
movie  I  do,  the  studio  will  come  to  me  with  a  list  of  directors 
who  they  feel  can  do  a  great  job,  and  I'll  sit  down  and  meet 
with  every  single  one  of  them — sometimes  more  than  once. 
When  it  comes  time  to  cast,  I'll  meet  with  all  the  actors  and 
read  with  them.  It's  vital  to  see  what  kind  of  vibe  you  have 
with  someone  because  you  might  have  two  people  who 


you’ve  never  played  football,  even  though  you  all  hate  each 
other,  if  you  trust  me — it’s  August  now — come  December,  no 
one  will  ever  call  you  losers  again.'  And  they  went  on  to  have 
this  incredible  season.  It's  based  on  an  Emmy  Award-win¬ 
ning  documentary  called  Gridiron  Gang  that  was  narrated 
by  Louis  Gossett  Jr.  I  was  lucky  to  have  gotten  the  role. 

“What’s  funny,"  the  Rock  adds,  "is  that  I  asked  the  guy 
it’s  based  on,  'Did  you  ever  think  you  were  doing  something 
special?’  And  he  said,  'No.  I  never  did.  Frankly,  I  still  don’t—l 
just  gave  a  shit  about  these  kids.’  That's  why  it’s  just  one  of 
those  movies  that  moves  you.” 

It's  obviously  moved  the  Rock.  “People  who  know  me  know 
I'm  a  sensitive  guy,”  he  says.  “I  put  the  toilet  seat  down." 

Although  nothing  has  physically  changed  about  the  man, 
he’s  a  kinder,  gentler  Rock  than  the  glossed-up,  mat-throw¬ 
ing  he-man  of  yore.  But  he's  still  trying  to  change  public  per¬ 
ception — to  become  Dwayne  Johnson.  “It’s  very  important 
for  me  to  challenge  myself,"  he  says.  "It  would  be  easy  just 
to  do  action  movies,  but  that's  boring  to  me,  and  I  think  it’s 
boring  to  the  audience. !  want  to  do  different  things.  1  wanted 
to  challenge  myself  by  working  with  Richard  Kelly,  and  I 
wanted  to  challenge  myself  with  Gridiron  Gang  by  playing  a 
real  guy. 

So  what  would  he  like  to  do  next?  i  d  love  to  do  a  com¬ 
edy,"  he  says.  “I  love  comedy.  And  i-'  the  material  is  right,  I  II 
take  it  in  a  second.

Parker  spent  her  career  being 
confused  with  other  three- 
named  thespians,  In  particular 
Mary  Stuart  Masterson  and 
Catherine  Mary  Stewart.  And 
then,  in  2035,  Weeds  bloomed . 

Mary-Louise  at  I  ast  broke 
through  to  mainstream,  utterly 
unmistakable  stardom  as  a 
marijuana-peddling  soccer 
mom  in  Showtime's  satirical 
series  about  suburbia. 

Although  the  decidedly 
adult-oriented  Weeds  has  fea¬ 
tured  some  nudity,  the 
exposed  areas  in  question 
belonged  to  guest  thespian 
Clare  Carey.  For  some  heady 
views  of  Mary-Louise  in  her 
altogether,  lets  toke — urn, 
take — a  look  back  at  her  lumi¬ 
nous  history  of  appearing  un¬ 
clothed  on-screen. 

The  Lawrence  Kasdan  en¬ 
semble  drama  Grand  Canyon 
(1991)  tracks  the  intercon¬ 
nected  lives  of  disparate  Los 
Angelenos  across  class  and 
racial  divides.  While  Grand 
Canyon  may  not  have  an  Os¬ 
car,  it  does  boast  the  debut  of

Louise  tempts  all  comers  in 
the  oddball  Hamlet  revamp 
Let  the  Devil  Wear  Black 
(1999).  Upping  the  allure  of 
the  Ophelia  character  is  Mary- 


Louise,  who  exposes  her 
Globe  Theaters  while  chatting 
on  the  phone,  shirt-free,  just 
seven  minutes  after  the  open¬ 
ing  credits. 

Goodbye  Lover  (1998)  is  a 
dark  farce  regarding  Infidelity 
among  in-laws  that  features 
Patricia  Arquette,  Don  John¬ 
son,  and  Ellen  DeGeneres.  It 
also  enables  fans  to  say  hello 
to  Mary-Louise  s  luscious  seat- 


meat  as  she  prances  about  in 
a  butt- baring  I  y  skimpy  night¬ 
gown  at  the  one-hour  nine- 
minute  point.  But  you  won't 
just  crack  up,  as  the  famous 
Parker  perkers  also  put  in  a 
reliably  randy  appearance  a 
mom  ent  later. 

In  the  2002  made-for-TV 
biopic  Master  Spy:  The  Robert 
Hanssen  Story,  William  Hurt 
portrays  Hanssen,  the  traitor¬ 


ous  CIA  agent  of  the  title,  who 
becomes  emotionally  entan¬ 
gled  with  a  bosom-baring  strip¬ 
per  (Hilit  Pace)  while  remaining 
faithful  to  his  wife  (Parker).  One 
secret  to  their  marriages  lon¬ 
gevity?

In 
the  Giants'  playoff  loss  to  San 
Francisco  in  2003,  for  instance, 
he  gave  the  finger  to  a  49ers 
defender  and  nailed  two  kids 
in  the  stands  with  a  cup  of 
ice.  He  was  fined  $10,000  for 
his  efforts.  Off  the  field,  he's 
been  a  gossip  writer’s  dream, 
having  been  witnessed  living 
out  loud  with  actress  Tara  Reid

Gastioeau's  daughter  Brittny 

Gastineau,  and  pinup  Vida 
Guerra,  to  name  a  few.  Shockey 
has  had  his  share  of  dust-ups  in 


the  media,  too,  most  notoriously 
a  2003  New  York  magazine 
article  in  which  he  was  quoted 
calling  Dallas  Cowboys  coach 
Bill  Parcells  a  "homo."  So  when 


we  heard  that  Shockey  was 
holding  back  in  interviews  these 
days,  we  found  it,  well,  hard  to 
believe.

You  spent  time  in  Panama  this  past 
off-season.  What  goes  on  down 
there? 

It's  a  cool  country — definitely  a  fun 
place  to  go.  it's  a  place  where  I  can 
kind  of  hide  out,  where  people  don't 
know  me.  But  you'd  be  surprised. 
There  are  football  fans  everywhere. 
What’s  this  I  hear  about  you  and 
boxer  Roberto  Duran  spending 
quality  time  together  there? 

I  had  the  honorto  meet  him,  yes.  He's 
a  great  guy.  He  gives  the  shirt  off  his 
back  to  everybody.  He's  having  finan¬ 
cial  problems  because  he  helped  so 
many  people  out.  People  took  advan¬ 
tage  of  him  a  lot.  He  told  me  stories 
about  his  life,  his  fights- — things  he’d 
change  and  things  he  wouldn't. 

It's  funny;  I  go  there  and  the  next 
thing  I  read  are  articles  about  how  he 
and  I  are  opening  up  a  casino.  That's 
false.  He's  just  a  good  friend  to  hang 
out  with. 

In  2002 — your  first  year  in  the 
league— you  made  the  Pro  Bowl, 
were  voted  rookie  of  the  year  by 
fans,  and  dated  Hollywood  starlets 
and  models.

But  it  was  really  blown  out  of  propor¬ 
tion.  I  do  what  everyone  else  does. 

It  just  gets  magnified  20  times  more. 
Football-wise,  it  was  easy  because 
I  played  at  the  University  of  Miami 
against  many  first-round  draft  picks 
and  elite  players.  Football  was  the 
easy  thing.  The  hard  thing  was  com¬ 
prehending  the  media.  I  would  say 
things  to  media  and  they  would  write 
it  a  different  way.  That's  what  troubled 
me.  I  don’t  see  how  people  could  write 
things  you  tell  them  in  their  own  words. 
And  you  see  these  beat  reporters  the 
next  day.  These  guys  write  stuff  know¬ 
ing  I'll  see  them  for  years  to  come.  I 
never  really  understood  that.  Now  I  do. 
Now  II  separate  myself  from  the  media. 
I  don't  open  up  as  much.  I  give  them 
what  they  want  to  hear  and  that’s  it. 

If  you’re  referring  to  the  2003  New 
York  magazine  article,  it  seemed  like 
in  that  instance  you  were  caught  off 
guard  while  casually  hanging  out 
with  somebody. 

It  wasn't  even  that.  I  was  just  talking  to 
my  marketing  guy  about  other  things. 
And  The  writer]  had  the  tape  recorder 
on,  and  he  wrote  what  was  on  the 
tape.  Well,  if  you  were  the  person  I 
was  talking  to,  you  know  what  I  said. 
So  you  learn  from  your  mistakes.  Now 
I  understand  his  point  of  view  and  why 
he  wrote  what  he  did. 

What  was  his  point  of  view? 

He  wrote  what  was  on  his  recording. 

I  was  talking  to  someone  else  and 


called  [Parcells]  a  name,  and  he  trans¬ 
lated  it  from  his  point  of  view.  I  guess 
he  was  doing  his  job.  I  don't  know, 
wasn't  really  referring  to  anyone  or 
name-calling.  I  was  just  talking  to 
a  marketing  guy  and  my  friend. 

Hazing  is  a  hot  topic  these  days. 
When  third-year  linebacker  Brandon 
Short  demanded  you  sing  your 
school  song  on  your  first  day  of 
Giants  training  camp,  you  respond¬ 
ed  by  knocking  him  to  the  floor 
It  was  a  weird  situation.  I  was  in  a  bad 


mood  from  the  get-go.  I  had  missed 
camp  for  five  days  because  of  con¬ 
tract  negotiation.  Then  my  limo  driver 
got  lost  on  the  way,  so  I  hadn’t  slept 
all  night,  I  got  to  training  camp  with 
practice  about  to  start.  Then  this  guy 
comes  up  to  me  and  asks  me  to  sing. 
I  said,  “I  don't  sing.  Just  let  me  finish 
eating."  It  just  started  from  there.  It 
shouldn't  have  happened,  but  il  did. 

I  can't  change  it.  We’re  friends  now. 
He’s  back  on  the  Giants.  I  guess  if 
he'd  known  what  I'd  been  through, 


he’d  have  let  me  finish  eating. 

How  often  do  fights  happen  during 
practice? 


once  or  twice  a  week. 

It's  good  to  fight.  In  college  we  used 
to  fight  all  the  time.  Every  practice 
there'd  be  a  couple  of  fights.  II  makes 
practice  go  by  a  lot  faster — as  long  as 
no  one  gets  hurt.  We  d  fight  and  it’d 
get  broken  up.  Next  thing  you  know, 
defense  is  practicing  harder  and 
offense  is  practicing  harder.  Al  the 
end  of  practice,  guys  shake  hands. 

No  bad  feelings.  No  bad  blood. 
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What  goes  on  in  a  loose-ball  pileup? 

It’s  like  if  a  briefcase  with  a  million 
dollars  cash  is  thrown  out  the  window 
and  people  are  fighting  for  it.  Things 
go  on  all  the  time — scratching,  pinch¬ 
ing,  spitting,  screaming.  You  gotta  do 
whatever  you  can  to  get  the  ball.  It’s 
a  competitive  league  and  you  want  to 
help  your  team  win. 

Do  you,  like  many  other  Miami 
grads,  do  your  off-season  workouts 
at  the  U? 

I  still  do.  1  know  a  lot  of  people  don’t 
understand  why  I  do  it.  Why  not  in 
New  York?  It’s  easy.  In  Miami,  it’s  100 
degrees  every  day  and  you  work  out 
on  grass.  My  body  doesn't  get  along 
very  good  with  artificial  turf.  When  it 
rains  in  New  York,  people  work  out 
indoors  on  artificial  surfaces.  I  ve  got¬ 
ten  a  lot  of  heat  for  not  participating  in 
the  team  off-season  workouts,  but  one 
thing  my  agent  and  the  Giants  agreed 
on  this  year  in  my  new  contract  was 
to  remove  any  off- season -workout 
clauses.  They  know  I’m  working  hard. 
You  were  born  and  bred  in  Okla¬ 
homa.  After  a  dominant  year  at 
Northeastern  Oklahoma  A&M,  a 
junior  college,  why  did  you  reject 
University  of  Oklahoma  coach  Bob 
Stoops’s  scholarship  offer? 

I  took  it  personally  when  he  didn’t 
offer  me  a  scholarship  out  of  high 
school.  Then,  after  I  proved  myself, 
every  college  in  America  offered  me 
a  scholarship.  I  had  to  be  wise.  I 
mean,  what  would  you  do  if  you  were 
from  Oklahoma?  Would  you  stay  in 
Oklahoma  or  would  you  go  to  Miami, 


where  you  can  go  to  the  beach?  I  went 
for  football  and  definitely  for  the  new 
experience.  Miami  has  five  or  six  guys 
going  in  the  first  round  [of  the  NFL 
draft]  every  year.  Oklahoma  has  one 
or  two  guys  getting  drafted  every  year. 
How  did  people  in  Oklahoma  feel 
about  your  decision? 

They  probably  felt  a  little  betrayed.  I; 
they  were  in  my  shoes,  they'd  prob¬ 
ably  understand.  Look,  I  gambled, 
went  to  junior  college  for  a  year.  It  was 
a  hard  decision.  I  had  Bob  Stoops 
calling  me  every  day,  and  guys  I  went 
to  high  school  with  who  were  going 
to  Oklahoma.  But  I  felt  like  they  didn’t 
want  me  a  few  months  [earlier]  and 
now  the  tables  were  turning.  The 
next  year  [the  Sooners]  were  national 
champions,  undefeated.  We  only 
lost  one.  [The  Bowl  Championship 
Series  officials]  let  Florida  Stale  play 
[Oklahoma]  for  the  national  champion¬ 
ship  inslead  of  us.  My  dream  would've 
been  (o  play  (hose  guys  for  all  the 
marbles.  Next  year  we  won  every 
game — and  the  championship. 

What  do  you  think  about  the  musi¬ 
cal  Oklahoma /? 


It’s  pretty  historic,  I  guess.  Whenever  I 
tell  people  I’m  from  Oklahoma,  they  try 
to  sing  that  song  to  me. 

During  the  off-season,  Steelers  quar¬ 
terback  Ben  Roethlisberger  went  to 
Switzerland  and  Steelers  wide  re¬ 
ceiver  Hines  Ward  went  to  Korea  to 
trace  their  respective  roots.  Where 
would  you  go  to  follow  yours? 

I  don’t  know.  I  was  born  American,  but 
I  got  everything  in  me.  I'm  kind  of  a 
mixed  breed  here.  I'd  probably  have 
to  make  about  20  stops. 

You  own  an  exact  replica  of  the 
General  Lee,  the  1969  Dodge 
Charger  driven  in  The  Dukes  of 
Hazzard.  How  often  do  you  take  it 
out  on  the  road? 


Not  very  often.  I  got  a  little  controversy 
because  of  (he  Confederate  flag  on 
the  car.  So  I  painted  it  all  black.  It's 
a  fun  car  to  have.  As  a  kid,  I  always 
watched  the  TV  show.  I  keep  it  at  my 
house  in  Dallas. 

Jessica  Simpson  played  Daisy  Duke 
in  the  2005  movie  version.  How  did 


she  match  up  with  Catherine  Bach 
from  the  TV  show? 


She  did  a  good  job.  She's  a  very  pretty 
woman.  She  played  the  part  very  well. 
The  original  Daisy  Duke  was  definitely 
a  pretty  lady  as  well.  I  haven't  even 
watched  all  of  the  movie.  But  Jessica 


is  a  very  beautiful  woman.  She  defi¬ 
nitely  catches  the  eye  of  every  male. 

Jessica  is  single  these  days. You're 
single.  Any  interest? 

Maybe  you  can  put  a  word  in  for  me, 
you  know?  See  what  you  can  do.  Hey, 
1  can  be  Bo  and  Luke  Duke. 


You're  close  with  former  Yankees 
pitcher  David  Wells.  What  have  you 
learned  from  him  about  playing  in 
New  York? 

People  always  gave  him  controversy 
about  how  he  goes  out  too  much  and 
parties,  but  he  gave  me  solid  advice. 
He  said,  “You  got  to  live  your  life.  You 
can  do  what  everyone  else  wants  you 
to  do  and  not  sleep  well  at  night,  or 
you  can  live  your  life  to  the  fullest.’’  He 
[also]  told  me  that  you  can  t  beat  the 
city.  No  matter  how  much  you  stay  out 
and  party,  you're  never  gonna  beat  it. 
It’s  undefeated.  When  we  die,  those 
lights  will  still  be  on  24  hours  a  day. 
Somebody  always  says,  “You  missed 
the  best  night  in  the  world  last  night.” 
You  know  what?  It's  gonna  be  just  as 
good  tomorrow  night  because  there's 
always  shit  going  on  there. 

You  were  very  close  with  Giants 
owner  Wellington  Mara.  What  did  the 
NFL  lose  when  he  passed  away? 

The  NFL  lost  the  guy  who  did  every¬ 
thing  in  his  power  to  make  every  team 
equal  and  fto  provide]  equal  opportu¬ 
nity  for  every  player.  He  raised  the  bar 
for  every  other  owner.  He  was  such  an 
exceptional  person. 

The  two  of  you  would  seem  an  odd 
couple  at  first  glance.  Why  did  you 
get  on  so  well? 

I  think  he  respected  how  hard  I  work. 
No  matter  how  people  judged  me,  he 
judged  me  as  I  really  was.  You  can 
read  about  people  in  interviews,  but 
you  don’t  know  how  a  person  is  un¬ 
less  you  sit  down  firsthand  and  have  a 
conversation  with  them.  We  had  con¬ 
versations  all  the  time.  He  understood 
what  I  was  all  about— helping  the  team 
win  and  hard  work.  I  got  where  I’m  at 
today  with  hard  work.  There  are  a  lot  of 
people  faster  and  more  talented  than 
me,  but  they’re  not  going  to  out-work 
me.  Wellington  Mara  saw  that.  He  was 
a  hard  worker  himself.  Look,  when 
you're  dealt  a  certain  hand  in  life,  you 
can  feel  sorry  for  yourself  or  hope  to 
win  the  lottery.  I  chose  hard  work. 

Tight  ends  make  catches  over  the 
middle  and  in  traffic. They're  vulner¬ 
able  In  that  spot.  What  goes  through 
your  mind  when  the  ball  is  coming 
toward  you  and  you  know  you’re 
about  to  get  hit? 

I  ve  been  hit  so  much  I  can’t  tell  you 
what  day  it  is.  It's  just  part  of  the 
game,  man.  You’re  gonna  gel  hit.  It’s 
how  you  react  to  that  hit  that  builds 
character. 

Like  being  a  star  in  New  York,  eh? 

Same  thing  in  New  York:  It's  how  you 
react  to  what  people  say  and  write 
about  you.  You  can't  change  people’s 
minds  or  opinions.  All  you  can  do  is 
work  hard  and  try  to  prove  everybody 

wrong. ch— a

There  is  so  much  attention,  much  of  it 
from  your  CNN  show,  on  an  immigra¬ 
tion  crisis  in  this  country.  Yet  as  we're 
talking,  there  is  a  stalemate  in  Con¬ 
gress  regarding  new  immigration  leg¬ 
islation.  How  is  it  that  Americans  face 
such  nonresponsiveness  from  Wash¬ 
ington? 

I  think  this  is,  unfortunately,  a  culmina¬ 
tion  of  a  two-decade  process  in  which 
the  working  men  and  women  in  this 
country  who  are  middle  class,  and  those 
who  aspire  to  be  middle  class,  have  lost 
all  representation  in  Congress. 

Corporate  interests  have  become 
dominant  in  the  political  and  legislative 
process  of  this  country.  Working  men 
and  women  and  their  families,  and  their 
economic  interests,  are  totally  disre¬ 
garded  by  the  institutions  of  both  Con¬ 
gress  and  the  executive. 

This  issue — border  security  at  a 
time  of  a  global  war  on  terror  and  two 
wars  being  conducted  in  Iraq  and  Af¬ 
ghanistan  is,  I  believe,  a  culminating 
moment  in  our  history. 

Your  criticism  of  our  government  per¬ 
tains  to  both  sides  of  the  aisle,  Demo- 

H — 

crats  and  Republicans,  right? 

Absolutely. 

How  is  it  that  the  working  class  has 
stood  still  as  its  power  was  eroded, 
and  why  does  it  continue  to  accept 
what  you  identify  as  corporate  domi¬ 
nance  of  government? 

I'm  not  certain  that  we  have  so  much 
stood  still  as  we  have  been  just  run  over 
by  the  system.  Corporate  America  is 
spending  about  $2.4  billion  a  year  lob¬ 
bying  Congress.  The  pharmaceutical 
industry  alone  has  two  lobbyists  for  ev¬ 
ery  elected  official  in  Washington. 

Do  you  think  that  what  we  re  facing 
with  an  ineffectual  Congress  differs 
much  from  what  was  occurring  50  or 
100  years  ago? 

Well,  it's  certainly  different  than  anything 
we  faced  20  years  ago.  And  !  think  one 
of  the  reasons  is  that  it’s  now  taking  the 
average  working  family  much  more 
[work]  to  make  ends  meet.  If  they’re  for¬ 
tunate  enough  to  have  two  parents  in 
the  household,  both  are  working. 

Time  has  just  been  compressed  for 
people  in  this  country.  The  commutes 


are  longer.  The  demands  on  time  are 
greater.  This  is  happening  at  a  time 
when  Americans  hardly  have  been  great 
activists  poetically,  whether  on  the  left  or 
the  right  side  of  the  spectrum.  But  that's 
changing. 

You're  suggesting  we  just  don’t  have 
time  to  be  political  and  social  activ¬ 
ists  because  we're  so  busy  working 
to  pay  the  bills. 

Exactly.  We  are  so  exhausted  from  all  of 
our  other  responsibilities.  I  think  people 
have  taken  the  easy  way. 

But  you  think  this  era  of  passivity  is 
coming  to  an  end  because  life  is  now 
so  difficult  for  the  working  class? 

What  we're  watching  right  now  is,  I  think, 
a  strong  and  profound  turn  in  that  atti¬ 
tude.  I  think  you're  going  to  see  the  re¬ 
turn  of  participatory  democracy  be¬ 
cause,  based  on  my  audience,  there  is 


ting  out  in  the  street  and 
yelling? 

There  are  a  number  of  them,  and  obvi¬ 
ously  one  of  them  is  a  greater  turnout  al 
the  polls.  It's  abysmal  what  we  do  cur¬ 
rently.  Maybe  this  is  more  hope  than  a 
profound  conclusion  from  rigorous  anal¬ 
ysis,  but  I  truly  believe  we’re  going  to 
see  a  difference — a  change  in  voting 
patterns  this  November.  I'm  not  certain 
that  either  political  party  will  benefit,  be¬ 
cause  I  think  there’s  such  disgust  with 
both  parties.  Both  of  which  are  financed 
by  corporate  America  and  special  inter¬ 
ests.  !  think  we  re  going  to  see  some¬ 
thing  different  happen  this  time. 

Are  media  exerting  new  Influence? 
What  do  you  make  of  Spanish-lan- 
guage  radio’s  involvement  in  demon¬ 
strations  calling  for  legalizing  the 
presence  of  migrants  who  crossed 


the  border  without  government  au¬ 
thorization? 

I  think  its  a  natural  involvement.  The 
Spanish-1  an guage  media  have  equated 
most  of  the  disc  jockeys  and  radio  hosts, 
in  particular — illegal  immigration  with 
Hispanic  interest,  i  think  that’s  unfortu¬ 
nate  and  l  think  that  nothing  could  be 
further  from  the  truth. 

I  think  most  Hispanic  citizens  in  this 
country  are  just  as  concerned  about 
border  security  as  any  other  group  of 
American  citizens.  I  think  they're  also  as 
reluctant  to  permit  a  violation  of  our 
laws,  [such  as  the  use  ofj  fraudulent 
documents.  Both  the  purchase  and  use 
of  those  documents  are  felonies.  I  think 
[Latinos]  are  just  as  reluctant  to  permit 
that  as  any  other  group  of  citizens. 
You’ve  been  transitioning  from  more 
traditional  TV  news  reporting  to  using 


are  forgotten  or  ignored  by 
their  elected  representatives  and  many 
of  the  institutions  that  are  supposed  to 
be  serving  them. 

I  have  a  very  specific  role,  and  my  in¬ 
terest  is  in  a  nonpartisan  independent 
reality  that  influences  the  daily  lives  of 
my  audience. 

How  can  you  ensure  that  your  news 
reporting  credibility  doesn't  suffer 
from  your  stated  point  of  view  as  an 
advocate  for  specific  policy  issues? 

First,  by  being  absolutely  honest.  I  have 
no  interest  in  supporting  either  a 
Republican  or  a  Democratic  point  of 
view,  or  a  right-  or  left-wing  point  of  view. 
My  interest  is  in  our  middle-class  work¬ 
ing  Americans  and  the  national  interest. 
I  really  don't  give  a  damn  whether  it’s  the 
president  of  the  United  States  or  Hillary 
Clinton  who  fails  to  act  in  their  inter- 


such  dismay  and  disgust  with 
both  political  parties  that 
believe  you're  going  to  see  a 
rise  of  both  activism  and  par¬ 
ticipation.  The  so-called  silent 
majority,  I  believe,  is  about  to 
find  a  voice. 

But  in  the  face  of  what  you 
suggest  is  almost  a  corpo¬ 
rate  takeover  of  the  govern¬ 
ment,  what  kind  of  remedies 
are  there  for  that  so-called 
silent  majority,  beyond  get- 


the  medium  for  activism. 
Are  you  a  news  reporter  or 
an  advocate? 

,  there’s  no  question  that 
m  an  advocacy  journalist. 
On  my  show  we  focus  on  is¬ 
sues  that  are  critically  impor¬ 
tant,  at  least  in  our  judgment, 
and  as  it  turns  out  also  in  the 
judgment  of  our  audience — to 
men  and  women  who  have  to 
work  for  a  living  in  this  country 


and  who 


interests  that 
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ests — we  ll  be  reporting  on  it. 

With  all  the  attention  you’re  getting, 
do  you  have  any  future  political  aspi¬ 
rations? 

None  whatsoever.  The  country  is  blessed 
with  a  in ore-t ha n -sufficient  number  of 
politicians. 

That’s  for  sure.  But  why  not  try  to  get 
elected  to  do  the  job  that  you  criticize 
as  being  mishandled  by  the  incum¬ 
bents? 

My  role  is  to  bring  to  light  those  issues 
that  are  harming  the  interests  of  the 
country  and  all  of  its  citizens.  That’s  a 
full-lime  job. 

Do  you  ever  get  bleak  and  think  may¬ 
be  the  gig  is  up  and  America  is  out  ol 
control?  That  it’s  no  longer  the  Amer¬ 
ica  of  your  dreams? 

When  you're  a  citizen  of  a  country  that's 
engaged  in  two  wars,  a  global  war  on 
(error;  a  country  that  has  run  30  years  of 
consecutive  trade  deficits,  whose  pub¬ 
lic  education  system  has  failed  an  entire 
generation  of  Americans;  and  when  you 
see  in  the  2004  election  lhat  we  returned 
99  percent  of  the  incumbents  to  Con¬ 
gress,  yeah,  you  can  despair  of  quick 
solutions.  But  I  have  an  inherent  faith  in 
the  ability  of  Americans  to  awaken  to 
this,  and  we're  seeing  every  sign  of  it 
occurring. 

Another  issue  that’s  important  to  you 
is  the  outsourcing  of  jobs  from  the 
LAS.  to  countries  where  employers 
can  hire  workers  for  much  less  than  it 
costs  to  hire  an  American.  Can  you 
elaborate  on  the  connection  that  you 
perceive  exists  between  immigrants 
who  arrive  in  this  country  without 
documentation  and  the  outsourcing 
of  jobs? 

The  relationship  is  clear:  It's  a  continued 
assault  on  our  middle  class.  At  the  same 
time  that  corporate  America  has  out¬ 
sourced  three  million  American  jobs 
over  the  course  of  the  past  five  years— 
and  most  of  those  are  middle-class 
jobs;  we’ve  lost  three  and  a  half  million 
manufacturing  jobs — we  brought  in  an 
estimated  ten  million  illegal  aliens,  which 
further  depresses  wages  and  raises 
taxpayer  costs  for  social  services  and 
health  care  in  this  country. 

If  the  middle  class  is  destroyed,  won’t 


the  corporate  bosses  also  suffer  a 
decline  in  quality  of  life — even  if  they 
live  in  isolated  gated  communities — 
because  the  social  fabric  of  America 
will  be  torn? 


The  people  who  are  making  the  deci¬ 
sions,  who  have  taken  ownership  of  our 
political  and  legislative  processes,  are 
interested  in  U.S.  multinationals.  They're 


interested  in  their  personal  wealth  and 
enrichment,  and  are  indifferent.  These 


elites  are  absolutely  indifferent. 

But  doesn’t  all  of  what  keeps  those 
“elites”  wealthy  and  politically  power¬ 
ful  collapse  if  the  whole  social  struc¬ 
ture  collapses?  They  can’t  go  it  alone, 
can  they  ? 

They’ve  made  it  very  clear  that  they’re 
perfectly  willing  to  turn  to  any  country,  to 
any  market  in  the  world,  to  acquire  the 
labor  they  need.  They’re  borrowing  $3 
billion  worth  of  capital  a  day  just  to  sus¬ 
tain  imports  into  this  country.  We  have  a 
president  who  talks  about  our  depen¬ 
dency  on  foreign  oil.  But  our  dependen¬ 
cy  on  foreign  producers  for  our  consum¬ 
er  electronics,  for  our  computers,  for  our 
technology  equipment,  and  for  our 
clothing  is  far  greater  than  our  depen¬ 
dency  on  foreign  oil.  No  one  wants  to 
talk  about  that. 


You  talk  about  the  two  wars  America 


is  waging.  My  most  recent  book  is 
Mission  Rejected:  U.S.  Soldiers  Who 
Say  No  to  Iraq .  It  deals  with  soldiers 
coming  back  from  Iraq  who  are  op¬ 
posed  to  the  war.  Is  this  growing  phe¬ 
nomenon  an  indication  that  this  war 


is  turning  what’s  essentially  the  mid¬ 
dle  class  of  the  Army — the  foot  sol¬ 
diers — against  the  elites? 

I'm  certainly  one  of  those  who  is  not 
pleased  with  the  conduct  of  this  war. 
You  know,  when  we  have  these  wonder¬ 


ful  young  men  and  women  in  uniform 
and  we  put  them  in  harm's  way  for  now 
almost  the  same  period  [of  time]  as  we 
were  engaged  in  World  War 
time  to  hold  our  civilian  leadership  and 
certainly  our  Pentagon  leadership  and 
general  staff  accountable.  I  do  not  want 
to  hear  a  president  and  our  military  lead¬ 
ers  talk  about  patience.  I  want  them  to

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It  had  been  raining  most  of  the  day,  Mot 
a  driving  downpour,  but  cool  and  steady, 
the  kind  of  bog-soaking  drizzle  that  seems 


at  one  moment  to  creep 


into 


remote  corner  of  western  Ireland  and 
howl  in  on  the  arched  back  of  a  strong 
wind  the  next,  The  mist  that  slithered  in 
from  the  North  Atlantic  on  that  June  day 
in  2005  had  virtually  erased  the  thin  line 
between  sea  and  sky  and  land, 

All  the  same,  the  locals  saw  them 
coming. 

The  caravan,  a  few  Shell  engineers 
and  contractors  flanked  by  Irish  police, 
had  no  sooner  hit  the  rutted,  half-paved 
sheep  track  that  passes  for  the  main  road 
of  Rossport  when  the  word  went  out.  The 
way  the  locals  remember  it,  cell  phones 
shrieked  and  PDAs  vibrated  all  over  the 
village  with  the  news:  'They're  in  again," 

At  the  far  end  of  Rossport,  where  Sru- 
waddacon  Bay  narrows  and  snakes  into 
the  pine  forest,  Willie  Corduff,  54,  got  the 
news.  He  donned  his  boots  and,  with 
his  wife  and  daughter,  trudged  across 
the  20  acres  of  lush  green  fields  he  had 
spent  years  coaxing  out  of  the  bog.  A 
few  hundred  yards  up  the  road,  other 
middle-aged  farmers  and  small  landhold¬ 
ers  followed  suit.  Vincent  McGrath,  his 
brother  Phillip,  and  their  families  took  their 
place  in  the  fields.  So  did  Brendan  Phil- 
bin  and  his  daughters,  Brid  McGarry  and 
her  elderly  mother  took  up  their  posts, 
Michael  O'Seighin,  a  63-year-old  retired 
teacher  with  a  sense  of  history  and  a  tal¬ 
ent  for  sarcasm  who  looked  as  if  he  had 
been  carved  out  of  the  peat,  joined  them, 
even  though  he  owned  no  land  along  the 
route.  So  did  O'Seighin's  son-in-law  John 
Monaghan,  a  dark-haired  32-year-old 
blacksmith  with  a  black  leather  jacket  and 
an  equally  black  wit. 

All  of  them  had  played  this  game  before, 
the  locals  would  later  say.  For  years,  Shell 
Oil  and  its  partners,  backed  by  the  Irish 
government,  had  been  trying  to  bring  a 
powerful  natural-gas  pipeline  ashore.  The 
high-pressure  line  could,  the  government 
claimed,  produce  enough  natural  gas 
to  fulfill  60  percent  of  Ireland's  needs  for 
the  next  20  years,  It  was  to  be  the  largest 
energy  project  ever  attempted  in  Ireland, 
and  the  second -largest  foreign  investment 
in  the  nations  history,  But  this  handful  of 
farmers  and  retired  schoolteachers  had 
been  standing  in  the  way.  At  every  turn, 
these  self-appointed  guardians  of  the 
common  weal  had  blocked  them. 

On  previous  page:  The  Rossport  Five — Michael 
O'Seighin,  Brendan  Philbin,  Willie  Conduff,  Phil¬ 
lip  McGrath,  and  Vincent  McGrath — getting  out 
of  prison  after  94  days  behind  bars. 
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It  was  not  so  much  that  the  men 
opposed  the  idea  of  exploiting  the  gas 
fields.  "Were  not  Luddites,"  Vincent 
McGrath  told  Penthouse.  But  they  had 
grave  concerns  about  the  safety  of  the 
proposed  gas  line.  Nothing  quite  like  it 
had  been  attempted  before,  Under  Shell's 
plan,  raw  gas — untreated,  unscented, 
and  thus  undetectable  in  the  event  of  a 
leak— would  be  shot  like  water  through  a 
fire  hose.  A  leak  or  a  rupture  in  the  line, 
according  to  at  least  one  study,  would 
almost  certainly  set  off  a  fireball  capable 
of  incinerating  everything  within  a  couple 
of  hundred  yards  in  a  matter  of  seconds. 
There  were  terrifying  examples  of  just 
how  bad  it  could  be.  In  2000,  a  pipeline 
in  Carlsbad,  New  Mexico,  operating 
under  far  less  pressure,  exploded.  All  12 
members  of  a  family  who  happened  to  be 
camping  nearby  were  burned  fo  death. 
They  were  more  than  200  yards  from 
the  pipeline.  At  Rossport,  the  pipeline 
would  run  across  unstable  land,  some  of 
it  subject  to  landslides,  and  come  within 
70  yards  of  many  Rossport  homes.  Shell 
discounted  the  danger,  but  the  people  of 
Rossport  were  insisting  that  Shell  recast  its 
plans  and,  rather  than  bring  the  untreated 
gas  to  shore,  treat  it  at  sea,  as  had  been 
done  elsewhere  in  Europe.  Shell,  citing 
the  expense  and  safety  issues,  refused. 
The  lingering  controversy  was  costing 
Shell  time  and  money  when,  on  a  June 
morning  in  2005,  the  corporation  decided 
it  was  time  to  bring  it  all  to  a  head, 

The  oil  company  had  tried  everything.  It 
had  appealed  to  the  farmers’  sense  of  civic 
duty  arguing  that  it  was  almost  essential 
to  national  security  that  a  cohort  of  foreign 
companies  be  permitted  to  tap  into  the 
vast  natural- gas  reserve  discovered  off 
the  coast  of  County  Mayo.  Shell  had  ap¬ 
pealed  to  their  local  pride,  pledging  that 
the  project  would  bring  much-needed 
jobs  to  this  forgotten  corner  of  Ireland.  It 
even  appealed  to  their  traditional  faith, 
going  so  far  as  fo  fly  the  local  parish  priest 


and  the  bishop  50  miles  out  to  sea  so  they 
could  sprinkle  holy  water  and  mumble  a 
few  prayers  over  the  newly  constructed 
drilling  rig.  And  when  that  didn't  work,  it 
offered  money — a  commodity  in  short 
supply  in  Rossport. 

A  few  farmers  took  the  offer.  But  the 
McGraths,  the  Philbins,  the  Corduffs,  and 
the  McGarrys  did  not.  As  Willie  Corduff 
later  put  It,  "They  could  have  given  me  a 
million  dollars,  I  wouldn’t  have  taken  it ... 
and  I  need  money,” 

The  way  Corduff  and  the  others  saw 
it,  this  was  about  something  greater 
than  money.  It  was  about  safety  and 
security,  For  all  of  Shell's  promises  that  the 
pipeline — carrying  gas  from  the  offshore 
Corrib  gas  field  across  the  bog  lands  to 
a  massive  new  refinery  fo  be  built  some 
four  miles  inland  at  Baliinaboy-  would 
be  safe,  the  farmers  of  Rossport  were 
unconvinced,  What’s  more,  they  harbored 
a  native  mistrust  of  the  government  and 
big  business,  a  mistrust  that  dates  back 
centuries  in  this  remote  corner  of  the 
country,  where  children  are  still  weaned 
on  fresh  milk  and  tales  of  ancient  abuses 
at  the  hands  of  foreign  masters  and  their 
Irish-born  toadies. 

But  most  of  all,  it  was  about  the  locals' 
sense  of  justice.  In  their  minds,  the  oil 
company  had  been  arrogant— a  cardinal 
sin  among  the  Rossport  Irish.  When  the 
company  men  first  showed  up  to  drill 
their  test  holes  in  the  carefully  cultivated 
fields  of  Rossport,  they  hadn't  even  asked 
permission,  Corduff  recalled.  "They  didn’t 
ask  me,  they  told  me,"  he  said,  and  that 
only  served  to  increase  his  misgivings. 
"They  were  trying  to  run  roughshod  over 
us,”  Corduff  said.  "And  if  somebody's 
trying  to  do  that  to  you,  something's 
wrong.” 

But  now.  Shell  and  its  partners  were  out 
of  patience. 

In  its  frustration,  the  exasperated 
multinational  corporation  had  gone  to 
courl  and  gotten  an  injunction  barring  the 
landowners  from  interfering  with  its  work- 
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and  it  had  taken  great  pains  to  spread 
the  word  that  it  had  done  so.  "Everybody 
knew  that,"  Monaghan  said.  "The  word 
had  gone  out  that  if  you  interfered,  you'd 
end  up  before  the  judge." 

Every  one  of  the  Rossport  protesters 
knew  they  were  risking  jail,  Philbin  told 
Penthouse,  but  the  way  they  saw  it,  they 
had  no  choice.  I  did  what  any  ordinary 
man  would  do:  stand  up  for  my  rights,''  he 
said.  "If  a  man  didn't  do  it,  he  wouldn't  be 
much  of  a  man  in  my  book.1’ 

There  were  no  grand  explosions 
that  day,  no  fistfights  or  gunshots.  One 
after  another,  at  each  homestead,  the 
Shell  representatives  confronted  the 
landowners.  And  when  the  landowners 
refused  them  entry,  the  Gardai,  the  local 
police,  trotted  over  in  their  oversize  rubber 
boots  to  dutifully  scrawl  down  the  names 
of  the  recalcitrant  farmers. 

Perhaps  fearing  a  public-relations 
disaster  if  they  prosecuted  women 
and  children,  Shell  chose  to  proceed 
only  against  five  men:  the  two  McGrath 
brothers,  Philbin,  Corduff,  and  O’Seighin. 

A  few  days  later,  these  five  were 
summoned  to  the  dock  at  the  imposing 
High  Court  of  Ireland,  some  230  kilometers 
(approximately  150  miles)  away  in  Dublin. 
It  was  a  brief  appearance.  "We  were  given 
an  opportunity  to  purge  our  contempt/' 
Vincent  McGrath  recalled.  "Now  what 
that  would  mean  is  that  we  would  agree 
to  abide  by  the  court  order— we  would 
not  be  able  to  interfere  with  Shell  or  their 
workers.. . .  That  was  the  same  as  saying 
that  we  would  put  our  families  and  our 
community  in  danger,  so  ...  we  just  told 
the  judge  quite  frankly  that  we  couldn't 
do  that.  It  was  no  disrespect  to  the  court, 
but  he  was  asking  us  to  do  something 
impossible." 

The  judge  ordered  the  men  held,  but 
offered  them  an  act  of  kindness.  He  gave 
them  a  few  moments  alone  with  their 
families,  just  enough  time  to  say  good¬ 
bye,  before  the  men  were  handed  over  to 
the  Gardai. 


Their  first  stop  was  the  grim  holding 
cell  at  the  Bridewell  Gardai  station.  The 
men  had  no  experience  with  the  tedious 
mechanics  of  incarceration;  for  all  they 
knew,  this  Spartan  cell,  empty  and  cold,, 
with  no  furnishings  save  for  three  squat 
masonry  bunks  just  three  inches  above 
the  cold  concrete  floor,  was  going  to  be 
their  home  for  the  foreseeable  future.  Five 
hours  later,  they  were  escorted  from  the 
cell  and  driven  under  guard  to  Mountjoy 
Prison,  where  their  height,  weight,  hair  and 
eye  color,  and  names  of  next  of  kin  were 
dutifully  entered  into  the  record  books. 
Then  they  were  taken  to  Cloverhill  Prison. 

And  that  was  supposed  to  have  been 
the  end  of  it. 

But  what  Shell  and  the  government, 
even  the  men  themselves,  did  not  realize 
at  the  time  was  that  the  moment  the 
high  court  ordered  the  men  jailed,  it  had 
tapped  into  a  pool  of  energy  that  dwarfed 
even  the  multibillion-dollar  gas  fields  off 
the  coast  at  Corrib.  They  had  unleashed 
a  dormant  sense  of  justice  in  the  Irish 
people,  said  Vincent  McGrath,  a  soft- 
spoken,  lanky  former  teacher  who  earns 
a  few  euros  these  days  performing  and 
recording  traditional  Irish  music. 

Perhaps  Shell  and  the  government 
believed  that  jailing  the  men  would  blunt 
the  opposition  to  the  project.  The  jailed 
men  certainly  thought  it  would. 

"I  was  very  much  the  reluctant  martyr,1' 
O'Seighin  told  Penthouse.  "I  couldn't  see 
any  gain  by  the  wildest  stretch  of  my 
imagination.’’  He  figured  the  opposition 
was  doomed.  But  he  also  assumed  that 
the  men  were  looking  at  a  very  long  stint 
behind  bars.  “I  thought  they'd  just  leave 
us  in  jail  until  we  decided  to  back  down — 
which  we  couldn't  do— or  until  the  pipeline 
was  built  and  there  was  no  point  in  staying 
in  at  that  point.  We  figured  that  would  take 
about  two  and  a  half  years." 

The  one  thing  the  men  never  expected 
was  that  they  would  become  folk  heroes. 
The  first  hint  that  was  happening  came 
from  their  fellow  inmates,  Corduff  said. 
"There  were  all  types  in  there.  Murderers, 
killers...."  At  first,  the  hardened  inmates 
found  it  impossible  to  believe  that  the 
Rossport  men  had  been  jailed  for  what 
they  saw  as  the  nonviolent  defense  of 
their  own  land. 

'They’d  say  ...  'How  hard  did  ye  beat 
them?’ "  Corduff  recalled,  "We’d  say,  No, 
we  didn’t  beat  them  at  all.'  and  they’d  say, 
Then  what  are  ye  doing  here?'  ” 

Even  more  baffling  to  the  inmates 
was  the  fact  that  the  Rossport  men  held 
the  keys  to  their  own  freedom.  A  week 
after  their  incarceration,  the  judge  sent  a 
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message  to  the  men,  instructing  them  to 
contact  him  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night, 
agree  to  let  Shell  onto  their  properties, 
purge  their  contempt,  and  walk  free, 

“They  couldn’t  believe  it,"  Corduff  said 
of  the  Rossport  Fives  fellow  inmates. 
“Some  of  them  would  come  up  and  say, 
'Oh,  I  wish  I  could  do  that.  I  would  lick  his 
boots  to  get  out  of  here.’  ” 

Within  days  of  their  arrival  at  Cloverhill, 
the  men  became  prison  celebrities.  Each 
night  before  lights-out,  Corduff  recalled, 
the  prison  would  echo  with  the  chant,  “Up 
the  Rossport  Five!” 

The  men's  reputation  quickly  spread 
beyond  remote  Rossport  and  past  the 
confines  of  Cloverhill.  In  fact,  they  quickly 
became  internationally  known  media 
figures.  In  the  grand  Gaelic  tradition,  a 
bal  lad  was  eve  n  wri  (ten ,  I  aud  in  g  their  sta  n  d 
and  decrying  the  oil  giant  as  an  “ignoble 
predator.’  Rallies  were  held,  not  just  in 
Dublin  and  Cork,  but  elsewhere  in  Europe. 
Hundreds  attended.  Gerry  Adams,  the 
charismatic  leader  of  Sinn  Fein,  also 
embraced  the  men’s  cause,  and  back 
in  Rossport,  the  jailing  reinvigorated  the 
opposition  to  Shell  and  its  offshore  project. 
All  over  Rossport  and  the  surrounding 
region,  signs  and  banners  popped  up. 
shell  to  sea,  they  read,  and  shell  hell. 
On  lampposts  throughout  the  village  and 
beyond,  the  Irish  tricolor  waved — partly 
as  an  expression  of  solidarity  with  the 
jailed  men,  as  one  of  the  protesters  ex¬ 
plained,  and  also  as  a  sardonic  swipe  at 
the  government  that  many  believed  had 
helped  put  the  men  behind  bars. 

In  the  following  weeks,  pressure  began 
to  mou  nt  on  She  II ,  and  the  com  pany,  wh  i  c  h 
had  spent  years  trying  to  burnish  its  image 
as  a  can-do  enterprise  that  was  sensitive 
to  local  concerns,  was  now  seeing  its 
reputation  trashed.  It  didn’t  help  when  the 
Shell  to  Sea  protesters  enlisted  the  aid  of 
Owens  Wiwa,  the  brother  of  Ken  Saro- 
Wiwa,  an  activist  who  was  one  of  seven 
executed  by  the  Nigerian  government  a 
decade  ago  after  he  campaigned  against 
Shell  and  other  oil  companies.  Not  only 
did  the  surviving  Wiwa  travel  to  Ireland 
in  a  show  of  support  for  the  jailed  men, 
but  the  protesters  erected  seven  wooden

what  it  takes  to  conquer  expedition  racing.  By  Noah  Davis 


A  cousin  of  the  more  famous  Eeo-Challenge  (TV 
producer  Mark  Burnett's  now-defunct  adventure  race), 
the  Raid  is  a  weeklong,  multidisciplinary  team 
adventure  race  through  some  of  the  most  treacherous 
land  and  water  on  the  globe.  In  addition  to  the  four 
main  disciplines  detailed  below,  the  Raid  involves 
kayaking,  rafting,  in-line  skating,  canyoning,  caving, 
cramponing,  snowshoeing,  skiing,  and  horseback 
riding.  This  season’s  final  takes  place  from  September 
10  to  16  in  Quebec’s  Saguenay- Lake  Saint  Jean 
region,  a  vast,  wild  territory  featuring  mountains,  rivers, 
and  a  glacial  valley. 


What  exactly  does  the  Raid  entail? 

It's  an  expedition  race  with  four  primary  disciplines:  trek¬ 
king,  mountain  biking,  paddling,  and  fixed  ropes.  You're 
also  navigating  the  whole  time  because  it’s  not  a  set 
course.  Unlike  other  nonstop  expedition  races,  the  Raid 
mandates  24  hours  of  rest,  which  is  a  lot  in  adventure- 
racing  terms.  This  rest  keeps  the  racing  fast  and  the  com¬ 
petition  tough. 

You're  only  23.  Does  your  youth  help  or  hurt  your  per¬ 
formance? 

It's  a  disadvantage  because  the  longer  races  are  based  on 
stamina  and  experience  rather  than  a  real  high-end  pace. 
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But  being  young  can  also  help,  be¬ 
cause  I  have  a  fresh  perspective  and 
my  body  recovers  faster.  Also,  having 
been  around  adventure  racing  all  my 
life — my  dad  [Mark  Macy]  finished  all  of 

the  Eco-Challenge  races — gives  me 
more  experience  than  most  people 
would  have  at  my  age. 

The  race  takes  an  incredible  physical 
toll.  Has  anyone  on  the  team  ever 
broken  down?  What’s  the  biggest 
challenge  you  face  as  a  group? 

There  definitely  are  times  when  you 
“bonk."  Your  body  is  completely  deplet¬ 
ed,  you’re  out  of  calories,  and  you  feel 
like  you  just  can't  move.  That's  when 
you  rely  on  your  teammates.  You  have 
to  be  willing  to  completely  set  aside 
your  ego  for  the  good  of  the  team.  In 
Australia,  it  was  100-plus  degrees  and 
there  were  very  long  trekking  sections 
along  the  beach,  You  run  out  of  water 
after  two  hours  and  there  are  still  four 
hours  left.  You’ve  got  to  dig  deep  men¬ 
tally  in  order  to  hang  on. 

In  the  Raid  event,  there’s  enough 
time  to  sleep  during  the  rest  periods. 
When  do  you  sleep  during  more 
continuous  adventure  races? 


You  generally  don't  have  much  of  a 
plan.  If  you're  traveling  along  and  ev¬ 
eryone  on  the  team  is  falling  asleep, 
you  just  stop  and  lie  down  for  1 5  min¬ 
utes.  When  you're  that  tired,  even  a 
rock  feels  pretty  darn  good. 

You  recently  broke  your  collarbone  in 
a  mountain-biking  race.  How  is  it 
affecting  your  training? 
got  a  titanium  plate  installed  on  my 
collarbone  and  all  the  pieces  are  held 

together,  so  healing  should  occur  pretty 
fast.  It's  a  bummer  because  I'm  going 
to  be  missing  Primal  Quest  [one  of  the 
biggest  adventure  races  in  North 
America].  But  I’m  still  able  to  ride  my 
trainer  [ Editor's  note:  his  bike,  people, 
not  his  babe],  so  I’ve  been  putting  in  a 
lot  of  hours. 


Do  you  have  any  plans  for  life  after 
adventure  racing? 

I  know  there  will  come  a  time  when  I 
have  to  step  down  the  frequency  of  rac¬ 
ing  and  sustain  a  family.  Combining 
racing  with  other  pursuits,  like  writing 
stories  about  my  experience  for  maga¬ 
zines,  has  been  a  good  route  for  me. 
How  has  adventure  racing  changed 
since  you  started? 

In  the  time  that  I've  been  involved,  it 
hasn't  changed  too  much.  But  when  my 
dad  started,  the  Eco-Challenge  was 
one  of  the  few  international  races.  Now 
the  sport  is  very  healthy  on  a  grassroots 
level.  There  are  all  kinds  of  sprint  races 
or  12-  and  24-hour  ones.  You  can  go 
out  there  with  a  small  amount  of  gear 
and  a  small  entry  fee  and  do  a  race.  I 
highly  recommend  that  to  anyone  who’s 
interested.

As  the  war  in  Iraq  dragged 
on  Iasi  year,  Pentagon  stud¬ 
ies  on  military  enlistment  and 
reenlistment  rates  foretold  a 
dark  future:  Army  recruitment 
centers  all  over  the  country 
were  reporting  drastic  drops 
in  enlistment.  And  more  omi¬ 
nously,  experts  predicted  an 
even  greater  drop  in  reenlist¬ 
ment  rates,  especially  in  com¬ 
bat  arms. 

But  surprisingly,  reenlist¬ 
ment  rates  have  actually 
gone  up — this  year,  they're 
running  around  20  percent 
above  the  Army’s  goal  of 
40,446.  So  a  reasonable  per¬ 
son  might  ask,  why  are  re- 
enlistment  rales  increasing  in 
a  time  of  war  and  multiple 
combat  deployments? 

The  reason  is  fringe  ben¬ 
efits.  At  a  time  when  the  pri¬ 
vate  sector  is  rushing  pell- 
mell  to  cut  medical,  retire¬ 
ment,  and  other  benefits,  the 
military  has  been  improving 
benefits  for  its  personnel. 
Consider  every  working  per¬ 
son's  biggest  non-salary 
concern,  medical  coverage. 
While  the  private  sector  is 
shifting  more  and  more  of 


that  burden  to  workers, 
health  care  for  military  per¬ 
sonnel  is  free  (even  a  mod¬ 
est  $12  co-payment  was 
eliminated  in  2001),  and  the 
optional  dental  plan  is  dirt 
cheap.  Add  to  that  assorted 
other  goodies,  including  a  $1 
admission  charge  for  first- 
run  movies,  free  housing, 
and  a  guaranteed  pension 
after  only  20  years  of  service, 
and  the  military's  fringe  ben¬ 
efits  far  surpass  most  pri¬ 
vate-sector  plans. 

Military  pay  rates  are  also 


Life  in  the  military  has  be¬ 
come  financially  attractive, 
especially  for  anyone  who 
lacks  the  skills  that  com¬ 
mand  high  salaries  in  the 
private  sector. 

Of  course,  there  aren’t  too 
many  civilian  jobs  that  can 
get  an  employee  killed. 

The  Navy’s  Sea  Change 

Nobody  in  the  Navy  likes  se; 
duty.  Months-long  deploy¬ 
ments  are  hard  on  families, 
and  the  burden  may  seem 
worse  when  sailors  at  sea 


sailors  who  have  service 
connections. 

But  all  that  is  about  to 
change,  thanks  to  a  major 
shift  in  the  Navy's  deploy¬ 
ment  strategy.  The  “surge 
doctrine"  calls  for  putting 
more  sailors  on  ships  for  lon¬ 
ger  periods  of  time,  though 
sailors  newly  assigned  to 
sea  duty  will  probably  not 
find  themselves  in  the  middle 
of  the  Pacific  or  Atlantic 
oceans  right  away.  Rather, 
more  ships  will  be  kept  in 
port  or  nearby,  carrying  out 


rapidly  approaching  many 
private-sector  levels.  Al¬ 
though  basic  entry-level  en¬ 
listees  now  earn  only  about 
$14,500  a  year,  soldiers  as¬ 
signed  to  combat  units  not 
only  get  their  salary  tax-free, 
they  also  get  extra  payments 
for  family  separation  and 
hardship  duty,  along  with 
bonuses  for  certain  critically 
needed  military  specialties.
